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This is a decision on the "Request for Reconsideration of 
"Final" Patent Term Adjustment under 37 CFR 1.705 (d)" filed May 
24, 2005. Patentees request that the patent term adjustment 
indicated on the face of the Letters Patent be corrected from 
ninety-four (94) days to one hundred thirty (130) days. 

The request for reconsideration of the patent term adjustment 
indicated in the patent is GRANTED. 

The patent term adjustment indicated in the patent is to be 
corrected by issuance of a certificate of correction showing a 
revised Patent Term Adjustment of one hundred thirty (130) days. 

On April 12, 2005, the above-identified application matured into 
U.S. Patent No. 6,878,721, with a revised patent term adjustment 
of 94 days. The instant request for reconsideration filed on 
May 24, 2005 was timely filed within 2 months of the date the 
patent issued. See §1. 705(d). 

Patentees assert that the period of adjustment for failure to 
issue a patent within three years under 37 C.F.R. 1.702(b) was 
incorrectly calculated at 94 days using the 35 U.S.C. 371 
fulfillment date of the international application instead of the 
130 days using the 35 U.S.C. 371(b) national stage commencement 
date of the international application. 
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Patentees' contention is well taken. A review of the file 
record indicates that the three year failure to issue a patent 
calculation pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.702(b) should have used the 
35 U.S.C. 371(b) national stage commencement date of December 3, 
2001 which would result in an adjustment of 13 0 days for 
examination delay. 

In view thereof, the patent term adjustment indicated on the 
patent should be one hundred thirty (130) days. 

The Office acknowledges submission of the $200.00 fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.18(e). No additional fees are required. 

The application file is being forwarded to the Certificates of 
Correction Branch for issuance of a certificate of correction in 
order to rectify this error. The Office will issue a 
certificate of correction indicating that the term of the above- 
identified patent is extended or adjusted by one hundred thirty 
(130) days.
